Pahokee approves 
revision of peddler 
ordinance 


By Tracy Whirls 

The Pahokee City Commission 
approved an amendment to its 
ordinance regarding peddlers to 
include those who set up at a 
stationary location, but sent back a 
revision of the ordinance goverfiing 
yard sales and rummage sales for 
further review. 

Under the terms of the revised 
peddler ordinance, a peddler in a 
stationary location is someone’who 
uses the location for the sale: of 
goods that extend beyond the type 
of personal goods ‘sold in a yard 
sale. A peddler may riot operate 
more than two days a week and 
must. have-the same license and 
pay the applicable $300 fee as a 
traveling peddler. The peddler 
must also have written permission 
from the property owner to set up 
at the location. 

The proposed yard sale ordi- 
nance amendment, intended to

and peddling of retail merchandise 
was: rejécted because commis- 
sioners felt the.two yard sale a year

was too restrictive. 

Mayor Alvis Davis noted that 
many families, like his own, have 
children who might outgrow their 
clothing or used toys several times 
in the course of. a year, and

Some residents’ objected to the 
proposal, arguing that the two 
yard sale per year current limit is 
adequate. : 

“If they can only have yard sales 
twice a year, they could’ save up 
their items, instead of having so 
many all the time,” said Barbara 
Branch, who, like other residents 
objected to ongoing yard ‘sales 
which they, say gives the city an 
unattractive “junky” appearance, 
and encouraged fesidents to 


donate unwanted: items to 
charities instead. 
Resident Larry Wright objected, 


hoting that many in the com- 
munity live month to month and 
need the additional income 
generated by yard sales. He said

Commissioner Davis attends 
League of Cities meeting 


South Bay City Commissioner Clarissa Davis attended a meeting 
of the National League of Cities (NLC) in Washington last week, 
focusing on federal priorities to help local governments to build 
strong and productive communities. 

Nearly 3,000 municipal government officials attended the meet- 
ing, which included an address by President Clinton on Sunday, 
March 12, 

Along with the impacts of federal budget priorities, actions in 
Washington have also affected local decisions in matters of tax pol- 

v icy, housing and land use, transportation priorities and a growing 
array of issues involving telecommunicatibns services. 

“Cities and towns need to maintain a strong voie in our nation’s 
capital, especially when the political climate of an election year can 
influence the debate over policies, that affect how our cities and 
towns are able to meet the everyday needs of our citizens,” said 
NLC President Bob Knight, mayor of Wichita, Kan. “We: want 
Washington to be an ally of governments closest to the people--a 
partner, nof an opponent, constructive rather than intrusive.” 

; Along with developing an Action Agenda of priority issues for 
America’s cities and towns, delegates also heard the latest about 
Campaign 2000 from two Washington insiders. Republican Mary 
Matalin and Democrat James Carville, two` veteran political 
activists turned analysts, traded insights about outcomes and out- 
look in the wake of the Super Tuesday elections and other key fac- 
tors. 

The,debate over taxation of sales transactions on the Internet, 
was reviewed by Rep. Christopher Cox (R-Calif.), Rep. Edward 
Markey (D-Mass.) and Mayor Ron Kirk of Dallas. Cox and Markey 
are key menibers of the congressional leadership that will receive a 
report in April from a special federal advisory commission examin- 
ing those issues and Kirk is a commission member. 

Several members of President Clinton’s Cabinet also addpgssed 
the conference. Attorney General Janet Reno ‘spoke about the chal- 
lenges and goals of building safe and inclusive communities. 
Commerce Secretary William Daley discussed the 2000 Census and 
Energy Secretary Bill Richardson gave a report on federal energy 
assistance programs. 

Other federal agency officials and Congressional leaders from 
both political parties also took part in other conference sessions. 
The schedule included legislative workshops focusing on proposed 
or recently-enacted federal policy changes dealing with education, 
health care, the taxation of electronic commerce, transportation, 
and aviation policy, privacy and other jssues involving telecommu- 
nications technology, affordable ‘housing and environmental poli- 
cies.

Sometimes forecasting the 
weather in Florida is not an 
fun. I can spend hours looking 
at charts, satellite pictures, 
Doppler radar and endugh com- 
puter data to make a hard 
drive cringe and it still doesn't 
help. 


The forecast of "sunny skies 
and mild temperatures" has 
somehow been transformed 


into a steady rain with gusty 
winds. No wonder my hair is 
turning gray. 

After a frustrating day at the 
weather- office I'm often 
reminded of an old weather 
saying: only a fool would try to 
forecast the weather in Florida. 

Chances are weather fore- 
casters in other parts of the 
country know that same fore- 
casting frustration as well as 1 
do. Predicting -tomorrow's 
weather is never,easy, no mat- 
ter where you live. 

Although I still maintain that 


our weather is much more diffi- 
cult to predict than weather in 
other locales. The main reason 
it is tougher here is our. loca- 
tion. Our tropical climate, the 
intense sunshine. and being 


nearly surrounded by water all 
combine to make Florida's. 
weather sometimes unpre- 
dictable Í 

During my career I've pre- 
dicted snow storms © in 
Wisconsin, cold Waves in 


Michigan, tornadoes in Kansas 
and hurricanes in Texas but 
Florida is my biggest challenge. 

Recently, the American 
Meteorologi Soviety exam- 
ined forecasts Trom around the 
country to see how accurate we 
are. As you might suspect, 
short-term forecasting (under 
12 hours) was found to be the 


most accurate. In the words of 
the A ME 2 
hours "show considerable skill 
and utility. 

From 12 to 48 hours, the 


ANS. study found that we do 
a pretty good job, particularly 
with large storms. While we 
can't say exactly where or when 
a severe storm might. develop, 
the study found that fo! 
ers do well at predicting which 
areas will be threatened as 
much 48 hours ahead of 
time. 

The biggest advance in fore- 
casting accuracy came in-the 
area of severe weather. Thanks

South Florida weather harder to predict 


Io a network of sophisticated 
Doppler radars, we. can now 
spot severe thunderstorms and 
tornadoes much sooner. In fact, 
the warning time for tornadoes 
is now up to 18 minutes. 

The study surprised many 
people with it's finding on long- 
term forecasting. Three to five 
day forecasts were found to be 
fairly accurate. In fact, the 
study said "generally, five-day 
forecasts now are as accurate 
as three-day forecasts a decade 
ago.” The study showed that 
large storms or major cold 
waves in particular can be pre, 
dicted very accurately up to 
five days. 

After five days, however, it 
gets tougher and tougher to 
come up with an accurate fore- 
cast. The A.M.S. study discov- 
ered that forecasts for six to ten 
day periods “are not that accu- ; 
rate." I look for trends when 
I'm forecasting for a long-term 
period. Will it warm up next 
week or remain cool? 

Overall, the study said that 

{weather forecasters are getting 
better and better at their job. 
We still make mistakes because 
Mother Nature is often full of 
Surprises but today’s forecasts 
are more accurate than ten 
years ago. 

And, ten years from now, 
we'll be doing an even better 
job. Of course, by then, my hair 
will be completely gray.

The manner and purpose of baptism

It is recorded 
in Acts 10:48 
that the apostle 
Peter command- 
ed Cornelius and 
his householdsto 
be baptized. Be Robert Bauer | 
Since the apos- 
tles were guided by the Holy 
Spirit (John 16:13) and the Holy 
Spirit delivered tha message of 
Christ (John 16:14-15) then bap- 
tism must be a command of 
Christ. Jesus said, “If you love 
me, keep my commandments” 
(John 14:15). Have you obeyed 
this command of our Lord and 
Saviour? To obey the Lord's com- 
mand to be baptized we must 
undefstand what it entails? 


What is baptism? 

The first thing we notice about 
baptism: from the Scriptures is 
a burial, Paul wrote to 
ns at Rome that they 
had been~“buried with Christ 
through baptism” (Romans 6:4). 
The original word translated “to 
baptize” means to dip, or to 
plunge. To be buried in baptism 
one must be totally immersed 
under the water. Consider for a 
moment that if one of your family 
members passed fiom this life, 
you and the rest of your family 
were gathered at the cemetery, 
the casket had been lowered, and 
the grave diggers were preparing 
to finish their work. Would you be 
satisfied if they took a handful or 
bucketful of dirt and sprinkled or 
peur it upon the casket, declared 
your Joe pe “buried, and 
walked away? ` Of odurse you 
wouldn't. You would want thé 
casket- completely „covered 
because that is what it means to 
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be buried. Do you honestly think 
that God is pleased when some- 
one sprinkles a few drops or pours 


n dass of water over the head of: 


an individual and declares them 
baptized when He has revealed 
that baptism is to be a burial? 
The second thing we nótice 
about ` baptism ~ from the 
Scriptures is that it is for believ- 
ers. Ješus said, “He who believes 
and. is baptized will be saved...” 
(Mark - 16:16). On the first 
Pentecost following the resurrec- 


tion of Christ, Peter stood with ` 


the apostles and gave evidence 
that Jesus was the Christ and 
“those who gladly received his 
word were baptized and that day 
about three thousand souls were 
added to them” (Acts 2:41). It was 
written that many of the 
Corinthians “believed and were 
baptized” (Acts 18:8), Thus we. 
must conclude-for one to be bap- 
tized in the manner that Christ 
commands, one must believe that 
Jesus is the Christ and be com- 
pletely immersed in water. 


What is baptism’s purpose? 

The scriptures reveal that the 
purpose of baptism is: four-fold. 
First, it is for the remission or for- 
giveness of sins (Acts 2:38). When 
one comes to faith in Christ, sor- 
rows over past sins and commits 
to living as Christ. commands, 
there still remains the stains from 
those sins. God has chosen: bap- 
tism to be the point at which He 
applies to the soul the cleansing 
blood of Christ in order, to wash 
away these stains. Baptism is the 
point at which God has chosen to 
extend His forgiveness. Paul 
wrote to the Colossians that they 
had been “buried with (Christ) in 
baptism, in which they also were 
raised with Him through faith in 
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the working of God, who raised 
Him from the dead” (Col. 2:12). 
Ananias told Saul of Tarsus, 
“Arise, be baptized, and wash 
away thy sins” (Acts 22:16). 
Secondly, baptism puts us into a 
relationship with Christ. The 
apostle Paul wrote, "`. do you not 
know that as many of us as were 
baptized. into Christ Jesus were 
baptized into death” (Romans 
6:3)? He also wrote to the 
Galatians, “For you are all sons of 
God’ through faith in Christ 
Jesus. For as many of you as 
were baptized into Christ have 
put on Christ” (Galatians 3:26- 
27). In the Ephesian letter, Paul 
informed the Ephesian 
Christians that; in Christ, “they 
had- redemption through His 
blood, the forgiveness of sins” 
(Ephesians 1:7), in Christ, they 


“had “obtained an inheritance” 


(Ephesians 1:11), and that all 
spiritual blessings were in Christ 
(Ephesians 1:3). He also told 
them that when they were out- 
side of Christ they had no hope 
and were without God in the 
world but, in Christ Jesus, they 
had been brought near to God by 
Christ's blood (Ephesians 2:12- 
13). Baptism is the point that 
God has chosen to place us into a 
relationship with Christ whereby 
we are afforded the blessings He 
showers upon ts. 

Thirdly, another purpose of 
baptism, is to bury the old man of 
sin that we may arise to walk in 
newness. of life. Paul wrote, 
“Therefore we were buried with 
Him through baptism into death, 
that just as Christ was raised 
from the dead by the glory of the 
Father, even so we also should 
walk in newness of life. For if we 
have been united together in the 
likeness of His death, certainly we

also shall be in the likeness of His 
resurrection, knowing this, that 
our old man was crucified with 
Him, that the body of sin might be

(Romans 6:46). Through baptism 
we bury that old man of sin that 
we might arise and walk as a new 
creature. -Paul wrote to the 
Corinthians, Therefore, if anyone 
is in Christ. he is a néw creation; 
old things have passed away; 
behold, all things have becomé~ 
new. (2 Corinthians 5:17). God 
has chosen baptism as the point 
at which we begin our walk in 
newness of life. 

Finally, the Scriptures declare 
that baptism saves us. Peter 
wrote that baptism was like 
what had happened to Noah. He 


wrote, “whe the Divine 
longan Se in the days 
of Noah; wl ark was being 


prepared, in which a few, that is, 
eight souls, were saved through 
water, There is also an antitype 
which now. saves us baptism 
(not the removal of the filth of 
the flesh, but the answer of a 
good conscience toward God), 
through the resurrection of 
Jesus Christ” (1 Peter 3:20-21). 
What message was God reveal- 
ing through Peter? Just as water 
was the dividing line God chose 
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between life and death in saving ¢* 


‘Noah, water is also the dividing 
line, that, God “has chosen 
betweeniliféand death in saving 
us.
